Applicant hereby files a statement of the substance of an Examiner Interview held 
by telephone on February 12, 2007. 



In the mailing of the Interview Summary dated February 12, 2007, the Examiner 
indicated, that, if a reply to the last Office Action had already been filed, Applicant had a 
non-extendible period of the longer of one month or thirty days from the interview date, or 
of the mailing date of the Interview Summary, whichever is later, to file a statement of the 
substance of the interview. Accordingly, this statement is due by March 12, 2007 and thus 
is being filed in a timely manner. 
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The substance of the telephonic interview with the Examiner on February 12, 2007 
was as follows: 

All pending claims were discussed. 

The undersigned, attorney for applicant, gave Examiner authorization to provide an 
Examiner's Amendment to clarify the language and put the application in condition for 
allowance. A discussion of the meaning of "non-meltable" also occurred. 

Specifically, in claim 33, line 1 1, the term "urethra" was replaced with —urinary 
tract--. In claim 35, line 1 1, the term "urethra" was replaced with —urinary tract—. In 
claim 45, line 2, the phrase "said portion of was deleted. In claim 76, line 13, the term 
"urethra" was replaced with -urinary tract-. In claim 76, line 19, the second occurrence 
of the word "being" was deleted. 

The Examiner stated that "non-meltable" meant not to be changed from a solid to a 
liquid state during normal use of the suppository, i.e., when inserted into a human body, or, 
more specifically, into the urethra of a live, human female. 

The undersigned agreed that this Examiner's Amendment was acceptable and 
agreement was reached as to the pending claims. The Examiner indicated that, pending 
further review, the Examiner's Amendment would place the application in condition for 
allowance.
